The Uinckley horror ia dawning in its 


awful magnitude. There are now lyin 
hi desolate cemeteries under a ahalloi 
wiverinf* of eaiid, or in rude, roiigi 
boxes, which take the places of caskets 
lilfi bodies. Four treuehea in all ha' 
been opened, pep.ar.ited by about fou 
Jcet. All tiro tilled with corpses. ID 
the north trench are forty-five uuboxei 
corpses. 
In trench No. 2 are tweut 


boxes, many containing from two to Uv 
ladies. In the third are twenty-seven 
boxes like the others. The fourtl 
trench ia not yet in UM, but there are 
piled up nineteen boxes, which will be 
put in tomormw morning. 


There were undoubtedly settlers ant 


men in the lumber aim pa burned who 
have not yet been discovered. The 
search for them will be prosecuted with 
vigor and they will be buried where 
they lie. There ia an unknown numhei 
of dead in tin; mill pond. It ia as yel 
unapproachable. The bank waa cov- 
ered with sawdust and not far away was 
the Brennan mill and lumber yard, A 
number of persona were seen to go tc 
the pond. No one came out alive, am 
so hot ia the lire still burning ihere thai 
it may l>ea day or two before this poo 
•of death ran be examined. 


Th« hero of Pokegaoia ia John B. 


Raman. He got tairly villagers into a 
small shallow water pool below the log 
dam. The latter caught fire and blazed 
fiercely in their faces. On one side waa 
the railroad trestle, on the other tin im- 
menee pile of hard wood. Raman kept 
the women nnd children in the shallow 
pool, dashing water over them and 
aaved their lived. Raman lose hia aon, 
•who insisted on attempting to save hia 
horses.

When the 6re 
waa within one mile of camp the men ol 
the party started to tight the Qames.

along the chore, the ethers paddling in 
•a canoe. Before reaching carap they 
Saw thfi women rushing into the lake 
and the camp in flames. A ball of fire 
darted across the lake over a mile wide, 
knocked Patrick down and ignited hi 
•clothes. 


When Patrick recovered his senses 


the fire was all about him with only it 
narrow pathway through to the water 
at the edge oi the lake. Aa he splashed 
along he encountered a black bear that 
haired the passage. Instead of attack- 
ing the man the bear moved aside nnd 
let him pass. 
Patrick encountered 


twenty-one per.ple in the lake, remain- 
ing there until .he U.imes passed over, 
AH were BO exhausted that they lay on 
the banks wet all night. Eleven aet- 
tleri, one a woman with a baby five 
weeks old, got into the canoe, paddled 
•out in the lake and were drowned from 
overloading the canoe, filling it with 
water. Patrick in the morning found 
hia family safe.

We hive bnilt three, 
and instead of building more may be 
compelled to abandon those in opera- 
tion at Chino, Grand Island and >or- 
iork. 


A CHURCH ROW. 


Under the operations of the McKin- 


ley tariff law our factotiea were slowly 
out surely gaining the confidence of the 
farmers of Nebraska. We were paying 
45 per ton for beets and at this tipire 
the farmers were raising beets at a lib- 
eral profit. They were beginning to be- 
come enthusiastic over beet culture. 
"\s » proof of this assertion I have 


only to cite the fact that the first year 
we commenced operations at Norfolk the 
farmer! railed hnt 300 acres ol beets. 
Lut year they raised 900 acrea, while 
this year they have 4,200 acres, and we 
were compelled to close our contract 
books last April because more beets 
were likely to be raised than we could 
well take care of. 
"Under the new tariff bill we cannot 


pay more than M per ton for beets de- 
livered at the factory.

J. E.'StiOobert of San Francisco, who 
one of the largest wool buyers in the 


country, and is also oue of the largest 
pheepmen, is in the city, and he 
sums up the way the importation of 
free wool will affect the sheep rateers 
here in the following words, w'hich are 
plain enough for anvbody to under- 


aml: 
"If a river divides a country into two 


parts, and the men ou the north aide, 
can raise woo! at one-fifth the cost of 
raising it ou the south side, it is plain 
that the men on the south side must go 
out of business or else raise their woo! 
cheaper. This a statement of the case 
with regard tit this country and Aus- 
tralia, the great sheep producing coun- 
:ry of the world. The ocean separates 
his country from Australia, aud in 
Australia sheep are raised at one-seven- 
teenth what it costs in California to 
raise them. This may sound strange, 
but I have becu in Australia ami I 
know the figures. 1 know a man there 
with 83.000 sheep. He runs them for 
45,000 a year. In California it would 
cost $85,000 to run these sheep a year. 
Thia applies to keeping the shuep;" and 
not to their purchase in the first place. 


•'Wool is brought from Australia to 


San Francisco at one-half cent a pound, 
or f)0 cents a hundred. Jt costs 57^2 
cents a hundred to take it to San Fran- 
cisco from Fresno; that is 7.!.j' cents 
more than from Australia. 


"The ocean separating Australia from 


America can be passed almost as easily 
as crossing a river. Now if the wool 
from that country, costing not nearly so 
ituirii to raise it, and costing less to pet 
it to San Francisco than it costs from 
thia valley, is aent here in competition 
with home-raised wool, what show is 
there for the home product? It cau be 
sold for leaa than home-raised wool, 
and if the man here can sell at all, he 
must come down. He must get his 
labor and his range cheaper. He can- 
not pay more than $15 a month for help 
and not half FO much for range as he 
now pays. 
The tariff protected the 


sheepmen here by compelling the Aus- 
tralia, the South America and the South 
Africa wool growers to pay a tax on 
every pound of wool thev sent here. 
The Wilson bill swept a way that pro- 
tection." 


In regard to the claim tbat it is essen- 


tial tn have Australian wool to mix. with 
the American wool before making it into 
cloth, Mr. Shoobcrt said: 


"There ia nothing in that at all. Itis 


not essential. The long, clean wools of 
Montana aud Nevada, and uf the Ka?t, 
take the place of the Australian wools 
for all mixing purposes, although these 
native wools are not so Hue aa the Aus-

an act of the legislature approved March 
23, 1803, page 279, in which, among 
other provisions, arc the 
following: 


Every person who in tho state of Cali- 
fornia shall within two years, except 
from September 1st to October ifith in 
each year, after the passage of this act, 
hunt, pursue, take kill or destroy any 
uialodeer, elk, antelope, mountain sheep 
or buck shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor. Every pereoii whom the state 
of California shall at any time hunt, 
pursue, kill, take or destroy any female 
deer, antelope, elk, mountain sheep or 
doe shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Every person in the state ol California 
who shall at any time sell or offer for 
sale the hide or meat of any deer, elk 
nntelope or mountain sheep, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 
"From the provisions .just quoted it 


will be eeen that the legislature of the 
state 
haa 
provided 
full protection 


against the destruction of antelope to 
far as the penal code could do ao. But 
it is withiii the power of the supervisors 
to make regulations on the same sub- 
ject. Subdivision 2Q% of section 25, 
county government act, says that it is 
within the power of the Board of Super- 
visors to make regulations for the pro- 
tection of fish [and game. WIien_ such 
regulations are made as provided in the 
section relating to them, the lawn of tiie 
state for the protection thereof ate sus- 
pended in this count}'. 


"Therefore if the Board of Supervis- 


ors see lit to make regulations on this 
subject, those regulations will have the 
effect to suspend the state law above 
quoted. It will be n matter for the 
board to consider whether they can 
make, regulations more effectual than 
those of the state. If the board ahull 


lutiona it had 


be- 


training and education of the youth of 
ttiis community, and recognizing the 
need of more room and better school 
facilities, decided to build a high school, 
and bonds were voted and sold for that 
purpose.

ture, estimated to cost from $45,000 10 
$50 000, on the beautiful Central school 
grounds baa until recently been the full 
intention of the board, and the &nly ob- 
stacle in the way now seems to he the 
expenditure of perhaps a couple.o£ thou- 
sand dollars for moving the frame build- 
ings to some other locality. Now the 
purchase of the Terry block is 110 doubt 
a good and necesaarv investment, and 
would be a good plkco to move the 
two frame buildings to from off the 
Central school block. The cost to move 
them would he little more than to move 
them to one corner of the block on 
which they now stand. The expendi- 
ture of $2000, or even $3000 or $4000 for 
that purpose should cut no figure in this 
case 
Even were they destroyed aa a 


condition of getting, them out of the 
way, that would be far preferable to 
placing the new building eleewhere. 


There are several objections to nlac- 


in<* the high school building on the 
Terry block, the principal ones being 
that it is too far removed from the cen- 
ter of the city; beine only one block 
from the lino of the city limits, and isin 
a locality seldom frequented or pasaec 
by the majority of the population, ant 
would scarcely ever be seen by visitors. 
For these and other equally valid rea- 
sons it should by all means be placed on 
the Central site, even if it. 13 necessary 
to assist in removing the old building by 
private subscription. It should occupy

Ail the historical accounts of the San 


Joaquin valley fauna within pioneer 
times agree in describing the antelope 
as a very common animal in what IB 
now Fresno county. The history of 
Central California Bayn: "The Indians 
of the San Joaquin valley would at 
times sally out and secure deer or ante- 
lope. 
When hunting the deer they 


went under ihe skin and horns of that 
animal, and thus disguised steal upon 
their prey.

It simply passes over 
the fact that the factories were all run- 
ning under the McKinley bill until 
ihut down to await the results ol the 
iree trade crusade, and that American 
wool brought nearly donble thft prices 
now offered under the Wilson bill. It 
not only asks tho wool growers to be- 
lieve that they will get better prices for 
their wool in open competition with' 
Australia, but that they will get cheaper 
clothes made from their higher priced 
wool.

And 
that is exactly what is coming in this 
country under tho Wilson bill, except 
the better prices for wool.

Some of them were 
so tllthy in their person and so inde- 
cent in their habits that tbe authorities 
were compelled to order the entire 
body of men to move to another portion 
of the park, where those having busi- 
ness at the courthouse would not be 
annoj-ed with unseemly spectacles. 


On Monday the supervisors will deal 


summarily with the question.

The Orat witness called was Dr. Dear- 


dorff, who testified that be waa called 
to the Grand Central hotel about ten 
minutes before 8 o'clock the previous 
evening.

He found 
an empty 4-ounce vial marked laudanum 
in the apartment. The poison had 
been thoroughly absorbed and all treat- 
ment waa unavailing. She died at 10 
o'clock the following morning.
